New 
Patrol 
System to be Put 
in. 


Operation 
on 
August 


First. 


Slate Highway Commissioner Cun- 


ningham announced that on August 
i the patrol system of maintenance 
would be established on State high- 
way routes. Caretakers will be em- 
ployed and each mun will be assign- 
ed to a designated section of high- 
way, 
for the maintenance and repair 


of which he will be held responsible. 
One hundred and ninety men will be 
placed on this patrol work at the 
start, and the territory covered will 
extend through 46 counties. These 
men will be paid at the rate of from 
15 to 20 cents an hour, depending 
upon the s_cale of wages for labor in 
their districts. This will mean an an- 
nual expenditure of $120,000 a year, 
which will figure down to a mainte- 
nance cost of $65 a mile a year for 
the the State highways. When it is 
considered that maintenance charges 
heretofore have averaged $500.000 a 
year, the economy of the new sys- 
tem will be appreciated. 


These partol men will be directly 


under the 
county superintendents. 


They will be required to make out a 
daily report of the number of hours 
they work, and these reports will be 
collected by the county superintend- 
ents, who will make out payrolls for 
the patrolmen. As the county super- 
intendents have been supplied with 
light roadsters, it will be possible 
for them to keep in close touch with 
these patrolmen and to ascertain 
whether or not the work is being 
done properly. 


Each patrol man will be supplied 


with toois and equipment necessary 
for his v, ork and each will have a 
small red flag -which he will be re- 
quired to place in a conspicuous po- 
sition on the road when, for any rea- 


, son. he is required to leave the road- 


I side during- working hours.

ers will work is as follows:

j small piles of stone chips and gravel, 
i which will be used in patching holes 
as they are found in the roadway.

The caretaker also will look after 
the edges of the road and will keep 
the berms clear of weeds and grass 
and will protect the shoulders of the 
road to prevent water from getting 
underneath.

Over 15.000 cattle and more than 


13,000 swine had to be destroyed in 
the outbreak of foot and mouth dis- 
ease which has just come to an end 
in Pennsylvania and by the time the 
Federal and State governments pay 
the 
bills for cattle and property 


taken to check the disease it is esti- 
mated that the cost will run over 
$1.350.000. This sum does not include 
loss to farmers or cattle raisers for 
which the\- were not reimbursed. 


The disease, which began in 1014, 
. -evailed_on 788 farms in 34 counties. 
The previous outbreak, which occur- 
red in 1908. affected 100 farms in. 13 
counties. Lancaster was the worst 
sufferer with Berks next. 
^ Thus far the State Live Stock 
Sanitary Board has disbursed about 
$650.000. of which 8.143.000 in round 
numbers was spent in appraisement 
of cattle for which the State paid 
one-half and the Federal govern- 
ment a like sum. and $38.000 for 
property destroyed. The State also 
paid over $50.000 for 
disinfectants 


and disinfecting and disposal of cat- 
tle.

$625.000 for meeting the cost "of the 
disease, but it does not reach.

Dr. C- J. Marshall, executive of the 


State Livestock Saultary Board, has 
eompleied the azrangements for en- 
forcement of tbe new meat hygiene 
act of 1915., which repeals the original 
meat inspection law^ of May 25, 1907, 
and provides ways and means for ob- 
taining w'Lat the state authorities 
nope to maoB ihe most efficient of any 
state in the country. 


iNot only does the new Jaw prohibit 


tne exposure of meat to flies or insects, 
but forbids prospective buyers from 
handling it. "while the state now has 
authority to detail any of the force of 
the Irvestoeis board of state veterin- 
arian to mea; inspection. Under the 
old law the fores of meat inspectors 
was limited to ten, but under the new 
law iaen who can meet "tbe qualifica- 
tions can oe named to inspection workj ^ 
in blaugbier houses and meat mark-1 0 
ets.
